IT  is  true  that,  as  a rule,  the  preraiated  designs  of  the  larger  competitions  in  the  United  Kingdom  are 
published  in  the  professional  papers,  as  also  are  a certain  number  of  the  unsuccessful  ones.  But 
mostly  the  perspectives  only  are  given,  with,  perhaps,  a plan  or  two  ; while  geometrical  elevations  and 
especially  the  sections,  both  so  very  valuable  for  the  full  understanding  of  a design,  are  completely 
ignored. 

Furthermore,  these  illustrations  are  always  spread  over  several  numbers  of  the  journals,  and  never 
all  included  in  one  of  them.  The  architect,  therefore,  who  wishes  to  make  a special  study  of  a particular 
competition,  if  a similar  problem  faces  him,  has  to  search  through  all  the  different  journals,  but  will  never 
find  a complete  record,  and  should  he  find  a certain  number  of  illustrations,  he  is  more  or  less  at  sea, 
because  the  reciuirements  contained  in  the  conditions  are  never  published,  but  these  should  be  consulted 
in  order  to  arrive  at  a proper  valuation  of  a certain  design. 

That  a good  number  of  the  most  valuable  and  interesting  designs  never  find  their  way  into  the 
papers  at  all,  and  are  therefore  lost  to  the  profession,  besides  failing  to  secure  to  the  author  the  credit 
due  to  him,  is  also  certainly  true.  This  is  a great  pity,  as  everybody  knows  that  the  most  meritorious  and 
artistic  design  is  not  always  the  successful  one  but  that  the  most  practical  one  usually  comes  to  the  front. 

To  amend  this  the  Publisher  of  “Academy  Architecture’’  will  issue  a publication  under  the  title 
of  “ British  Competitions  in  Architecture”  (size  about  ii^  x 8 inches,  and  therefore  nearly  as  large 
as  the  professional  journals,  and  up  to  the  standard  of  “ Academy  Architecture  ”),  in  which  every  part 
will  constitute  a complete  record  of  all  the  best  designs  sent  in,  giving  their  Perspectives,  Elevations, 
Plans,  and  Sections  as  far  as  may  be  necessary,  in  order  to  allow  a complete  study  and  appreciation  of 
them.  In  addition  the  conditions  and  instructions  of  the  competition  will  be  given,  as  well  as  the  report 
of  the  assessor,  and,  failing  the  latter,  a criticism  of  the  different  designs  by  a competent  architect. 

Architects  who  make  it  their  business  to  compete  will  at  once  see  what  substantial  help  such  a 
publication  will  afford  them,  but  “British  Competitions ” will  also  be  of  great  interest  to  the  student  and 
the  profession  at  large,  because  nothing  gives  a better  picture  of  the  evolution  in  architectural  design 
than  competitions. 

No  Architect  who  wishes  himself  to  be  up  to  date  ought  therefore  to  miss  this  publication.  In 
view  of  a very  large  circulation  the  price  has  been  kept  very  low. 

The  Publication  will  commence  with  the  Lambeth  Municipal  Buildings,  and  it  is  intended 
to  publish  the  Wesleyan  Memorial  Hall,  Westminster,  and  the  Islington  Central  Library  in
